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In the train of this legate, Rienzy 
came back to Rome, refolved to employ 
the pope’s favours to gain his own ends. 
He made it his ftudy to procure friends, 
by appearing a man of probity, touch’d 
with the fuiterings of the people, and 


willing to employ his power and abili- 4 


ties for their relicf. He rofe one day 
ina public affembly, and after warml 
inveighing againit the indifference wih 
which the magiftrates beheld the fufter- 
ings of the people, he addrefled himfelf 
to the official and re¢tor, telling them 
it belonged to them to take care of the 
public welfare. Andrew Colonna *, 
who was near him, gave him a blow. 
Yhomas Fortifiacce, fecretary to the {e- 
mate, turn’d his {peech into ridicule. 
His cloquence often met {uch repulies, 
and his exceijlive boldnel’, unfupported 
by autherity, made him looked on by 
the great as one crazy, who only defer- 
ved their conteinpt. 

Rienzy perceiving his ofatory fruit- 
lefs, had recourfe to art. He hung up 
pictures in different places, proper to 
draw the attention of the fpettators, and 
convey new fubiects of difcontent. He 
cauted a large allegorical piece to be 
Painted on the walls of the capitol, with 
veries beneath it, detcribing the former 
glory, and prelent mifery of Rome; 
and encouraging the people to revenge 
theinfelves on the nobility, who oppreil- 
ed them. 

Finding the ftratagem had effeét, R1- 
ENZY took care not to let the fpirit of 
faction cool. He ordered rich canopies 
to be raiied in the church of St John de 
Lateran, in the middle of which a ro- 
ftrun waserected, Here he invited the 
nobility, and all the orders in the city to 
aflemble on a day appointed. Stephen 
Colonna, his fon, aul a great number 
of the quality, and all the mott conii- 
derable inhabitants accordingly appear- 
ed. ‘The ailembly being fare, Rienzy 
appeared, dreis’d in the moit odd and 
wnhimfical manner; and, no way difcon- 
certed withthe laughter his figure ex- 
cited, he mounted the roftrum, and 
pointing to a large piéture he had pla- 
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tract alliances at home or abroad, to 
diminifh or augment the number of 
citizens, to crown or depofe kings, to 
eftablifh colonies, to levy taxes, to e- 
re€t bridges, to make highways and 
canals, to punifh the guilty, and're- 
ward merit. This vaft authority he 
received from the people, who be- 
ttowed it on ‘Tiberius, and ‘his prede- 
ceflors. All right originally is velted 
in.them. Thele privileges, O Ro- 
mans! you have loit, thete privileges 
fo valuable and glorious! Peace no 
more inhabits your territories, public 
faith is banifhed your-city. Wholly 
taken up with the wants of the day, 
you forget all care. for the. futuré. 
Your magazines are empty, tho’ the 
jubilee approaches. What will the 
ftrangers, who then crowd here, think 
of your management ?- I know what 
eyes are upon me, and how ill my 
difcourie is relifhed by thofe in power, 
but 1 am fatisfied in the integrity of 
my heart. 

Rrenzy, pleafed with the effcét his 
emblems produced, began. to difpla 

new piétures on the walls of the capitol, 
of the fame’ kind with the former,---- 
threatning from heaven ruin to the ty- 
rants of Kome, and the reftoration_of 
juttice.

he held a fecret aflembly in a private

Aiter he had, by a 
msving {fpeech, wrought them up to his 
purpole, he prefented the form of an 
oath of ailociation, which they all fign- 
ced before they broke up. 

Stephen Colonna, governor of Rome, 
was then with fome troops at Cerrito, a- 
bout tranfporting corn. Rienzy thought 
proper to take the opportunity of his 
abfence, to facilitate the execution of his 
project. He publifhed an order, by 
dound of trumpet, requiring the peopie 
to meet next morning at the capitol, 
without arms. ‘That night he went to 
the church of the Holy Angels, where 
he affifted at thirty mafies. On Monday 
morning he fet out from thence com- 
pleatly armed, his head only uncover'd. 
Before him were carricd three itandards, 
one painted with emblematic figures ; 
afecond with the images of St Peter 
and St Paul; the third, the itandard of 
St George, being too old to suffer the

manner than he had yet done, conclu- 
ding with a folemn proteftation, that 
there were no dangers that he would not 
expofe himfelf to chearfully, to deliver 
his country from the evils under which 
fhe groaned. He then caufed feveral 
articles to be read, which he propofed, 
that the people fhouid ratify, as the on- 
ly means to reftore peace, and the pub- 
lic fafety; and at the fame time renew 
the antient authority of the Roman peo- 
ple. The articles were unanimoully 
received, and readily fub{cribed.

He took poffeffion of the capitol, 
where he lodged in the beft apartment. 
Colonna the governor being quickly in- 
formed of what paffed, {peedily return- 
ed to Rome, but on arriving there, he 
found an order from Rienzy to quit the 
city, which he was obliged to obey.

A Prefervatine for the Horned Cattle. 
SIR, Shropfbire, Fan. 23, 1746. Cc 


S the diftemper continues among the cat- 
tle, I think it my duty with your affift- 
ance, in your next Magazine to publith the fol- 
lowing medicine, by way of prevention, to be 
given to cattle before they are feized with the 
diforder. 
For every cow, or grown up cattle, make a 
fmall round pye, with ftiff paft, made with 
flower and butter, as is ufually made for mince- D 
pyes, as large as will hold about fix ounces of 
-tarr. When the tarr is put into the pye, cover 
it witha lid of the fame pafte, and give one to 
each beaft, and for calves 3 ounces, once a 
month, fo long as there is danger. The tarr is 
of fo penetrating a nature, that it enters all the 
parts of the body; even the milk of a cow 
thal] partake of the tar for a day after its given. & 
Where plenty of the branches of Scotch fir- 
trees can be had, to give them often, will have 
the fame effect. I often give the cropping of fir 
trees to my fheep, which I find prevents them 
from being tainted with the rot, as I have found 
by long experience. In giving the cattle the 
tar-pyes, they muft be put into their mouths 
with the hand, fo far as the root of the tongue, F 
at the fame time holding the tongue with the o- 
ther hand; I remember it given to the cattle 
35 years ago, and fome perfons give it once a 
year, intheautumn feafon, by way of preven- 
tion, The milch cows that eat the fir branch- 
es, their: milk will tafte of the turpentine. 
‘hen the cattle have been accuftom’d to the 
fir-branches, they will eat them freely, as other 
food.

Their fecret 
plottings againft the king’s government, 
whereof his majefty has many indications ; their 
injurious difcourfes, nay even their threats, and 
the daily converfions which they make of his 
majefty’s proteftant fubjeéts to the roman ca- 
tholic fajth (tho” by thote very converfions they 
are liable to the punifhment enacted by the 
Jaws againft perfons guilty of high treafon ;) 
All thofe circumftances together had given fo 
great uneafinefs, that it was abfolutely neceflary 
to provide a remedy againft them. 

The protection, therefore, which his majefty 
owes to his own fubjects would not allow of 
his any longer fuffering perfons of that kind, 
irrecoficileable enemies to his government, to 
yemain in the heart of his dominions. 

As (to what you alledge, Gentlemen, con- 
cerning the free exercife of your religion in your 
own houfes, the king does not difpute it: the 
law of nations authorizes you to claim it. 

If the queftion were only about private 
chappels for your owp families, ferved by your 
domeftic chaplains duly qualified, no-body would 
have any thing to fay againft it. 

Tut is that really the point in debate? I 
appeal to your ownfelves. 

Are not open chappels maintained, under co- 
Jour of public preteétion, with an enormous 
number of priefts, out of the houfes of the 
minifters, who lend their names tothem ? Is it 
for the ufe of the minifter’s family that mafs is 
therein celebrated from morning to night, or 
rather for the fake of furnifhing his majefty’s 
converted fubjeéts with opportunities of be:ng 
preient at it againft law? 

Is these any roman catholic country where 
fuch an extention of their privileges is allowed 
to proteftant minifters? Is there any fuch 
thing practifed at Vienna, at Paris, or at 
Madrid ? 

Tt is true that this has been winked at in 
times when the religion of the country was not 
openly and forcibly attacked. 

"It does not however follow, that a natural 
right is given up, becaufe it is not vigoroufly 
exercifed,

of the country ? 

Amongft thefe laft, there. are-none held in 
greater veneration by a proteftant people, than 
thofe which forbid, under fevere penalties, the 
celebrations of mafs by national priefts. Of 
this kind there are feveral aéts of parliament 
ftill in full force, paffed,. repeated, and even 

C enforced at different times fince the beginning 
of the reigh of queen Elizabeth. J fhall men- 
tion one, which does not allow them to cele- 
brate it even in the houfes of foreign minifters. 
It is the aét of the 11th and 12th of William 
III. an aét not above eight. or nine years 
prior to that above-mentioned of queen Anne : 
it is therein exprefly declared, that no fubjeét of 
the king’s, whether natural born, or naturali-- 
fed, may celebrate mafs even in the houfes of 
foreign minifters; and that the names, and 
places of nativity even of the foreign priefts, 
whom they fhall make ufe of, thall be regifter’d 
in the office of the principal fecretary of ftate. 
But fuppofe that this aét of queen Anne were 
as unlimited as it is pretended, The minifters 
do admit of one exception to what they call 
their privileges, with regard to tradefmen, and 
in general to fuch perfons as may become 
bankrupts; will they not admit of any, when 
the qneftion is about the public fecurity, and 
the very exiftence of the government? The 
law of nations can certainly never be contrary 
to that, and can confequently give no title to 
exclaim againft a remedy, which has been ne- 
F ceffarily made ufe of to obviate the dangers 
juftly apprehended from the popifh priefts ; and 
efpecially if it be confider’d that the neceflity 
of applying that remedy was partly owing to 
the abufe of the indulgence of paft times by the 
protected priefts, 

To conclude, The yoman catholic minifters 
may rely upon the king’s protection for their 
perfons, for their families, and for the exercife

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Pouvbtlefs you flatter yourfelyes, that we 
fhou’d foon be able to make more advantageous 
alliances, “in which the true intereft of © this 
countty fhou'd alone be confidtred—The true 
intereft of this country is to. promote its own 
trade amd commerce, and to obftruét that of 
its dangerous rival, France.-—-The, only way. 
todo this, is to keep up a power, upon the 
continent, capable of coping withher. By this 
the will. be obliged to maintain large armies, 
and therefore. will not haye an opportunity of

A letter froma private foldier of Barre’! s regiment. 
at Ehiburgh, dared Yor 19. , 

On the 16th inft. we matched, and encamp- 
ed .t Falkirk, Gx miles trom Stirling, and about 
five from the camp of the rebels. ¢ lay.on our 
arms all chat night, and the next day. we were 
alarmed, that the rebelg were advancing to- 
wards us ; and abcut ope o’cleck we faw their 
whole body marching towards.a hill iy:ng on 
the left of our camp: General Hawley inflant- 
ly gave ordess for us to form the line of battle, 
and march in order to take the hill betore them ; 
but it being very high and fteep, made it im- 
practicable for us to get our cannon up ; how- 
ever, we formed ourfelyes. in two lines, our left 
reaching to the top of the hill, and our right 
down into the wailey. The attack was begun 
with our three r:giments of. dragoons, whe 
broke through the eaemy and behaved like bald 
fellowes, and afterwards rallied again: ———"s 
regiment, being the tes ioe line, fired 
on the rebels, but it being one of the moft tur- 
belent rainy days I ever kuew, one fourth of ovr 
pieces miffed fire, which canfed ————'s regi- 
Ment to give ground, the sebels having ten to 
one the advantage over us, the wind and rain 
being intheir backs. At the ruoning away of 
————'s regiment. like a catching infection, 
the aaa! ar followed, and likewif: the rear, 
act 
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not one regiment being left ‘n the field but ours: 
The R being [in] the right of 
the front, ran before they were engaged ; we 
[marched up, and] took their ground, and 
fmaintained ‘it in fpite of the rebels ; cme party 
of them came running upon us, and fired, but at 
foo great a diftance, and did us but little harm ; 
they threw away their guns, being their ufual 
way of fighting, and advanced fword in hand ; 
we gave them a volley of thot, and kept a re- 
ferve, which cauf:d them to halt and fhake their 
{words at us ; we gave them three hvzza’s and 
another volley, which caufed them to rao 5; we 
purfued them, and took forme few prifoners. 

All our .general cfficers behaved exceediog 
well, who cameto our regiment to r:turn us 
thanks for our cursge, as they were p'eafed to 
exprefsit, telling us we faved the honour of the 
field, ‘befides many thovfands of lives: Briza- 
éier was pleafed to exprefs his fatis- 
faction to our behaviour, by kiffinog our men, 
atid making us a prefent of tenguineas. The 
engagement began about three in the afternoon, 
and had not might come on, I doubr not, but by 
the bleffing of God, we fhould have totally 
fouted them: As to the number killed on either 
fide I cannot give, but I believe they loft three 
times our number. We marched the fame 
evening to-Lithgorw, about fix miles ; cur re- 
giment had ‘but one man killed, aod fome 
few wounded ; Our grenadiers brought one can- 
on out of the field by yoking themfelves to it. 

A letter from Leith cf Fan. 22, fays, we 
are affured, that the rebels loft 1000 men, and 
we but 250 in the larebattle, that we kept the 
field two hours after it was over, and that the 
gz cannon we loft were fpiked: 

‘A Ketter from Newcofile, Fan. 25, fays, 
‘The country being drfolate, our army was ob- 
liged to go back to Edinburgh. We lft in the 
ficld 300. men, 7 pieces of cannon, with fome 
of our baggage 5 and that half of ovr.army, ¢. e. 
the infantry, was not engaged. The rebels did 
not purfue, but remained in the fi_ld of battle, 

The Edinburgh evening courant, Fan. 23, 
has the'two followidg ‘paragraphs —~—‘‘ We are 
obliged in juftice to acquaint the public, that 
brig. gen. Price’s regiment formed on the left 
of gen. Barrell’s. and was one uf thofe that cb- 
Jiged the rebels to retreat with precipitation.”” 

‘* William’Thornton, Elq; who raifed, main- 
tained, and beaded the York/ire blacs, is fafely 
arrived in town, havirg been concealed fince 
the action at Falkirk, where he behaved very 
geliamly.”
